OMAHA, Nob., April a.—Nebraska was

Tho extent of the de- 
struction is not yet known, but reports 
received show Unit the thriving town oi 
Nelson, the county seat of Nuckolla 
county, Is laid waste and many build 
ings, 
including two clmrchca were 


wrecked ot Norfolk. 


Reports from other points indicate 


that tlie storm swept northward and 
eastward from NcUon with great fury, 
but owing to the telegraph wires being 
down. It is impossible yet to definitely 
outline the track of the storm. 


The wind struck Nelson in the south- 


ern part of the state; and reports indi- 
cate that the storm included iu its track 
the town of Kdgar antl other pint's In 
Clay county, continuing to Norfolk. It 
must have traversed over 100 miles of 
country in the state including Nuckles, 
Clay, Filmore, York, Polk, Vlattc and 
Mailldoii counties. Great efforts to se- 
cure news from these counties have 
liren iimili 
1, but the returns arc meager.

From Cluy Cvntur comes the report 


that iv cyclone passed through the cen- 
U'r of Cluy county between 0 and 7 
u'ulnuk Thursday night. Tho wind 
blew from south to north. 


At ICdKtir it was reported that a nura- 


1i«r of houses were blown down and the 
depot wrecked nnd two railway em- 
ployes killed, but tho report cannot be 
ton firmed. 


From \Vuhoo comes tho news that a 


very heavy wind, but probably not a 
part of the cyclone, struck that place 
und swept throng1!! Haundcrs county 
about s o'clock Thursday night. It did 
tfn-ut duma^e to barns, houses and 
other small frame buildings, also kill- 
ing some stock, The violence of the 
storm was so great that it caused a 
great many of the inhabitants to seek 
refuge in cellars and caves. During its 
continuance, which was throe hours, 
much excitement prevailed. Reports 
from the country have been received 
that considerable hail fell. A farmer, 
whose name could not be learned, is re- 
ported to have been overtaken by tho 
Btorm while rotumlng from town and 
killed. The damage done is estimated 
at about HO.OUO. 


At Norfolk, it tore t'lown a number of 


houses and broke many windows. A 
tent occupied by a family named Pal- 
mer was blown away and a little child 
was seriously injured. 


The next obstacles in the path of de- 


struction were the Episcopal church and 
the residence of C. O. Miller. Miller's 
Inline was badly demolished, falling 
debris seriously injuring two of his 
children. The Episcopal ehurcl. is a 
total wreo-k and cannot be repaire.l. 


The (,'ongreguttonal church hod the 


bell und dome blown from it and landed 
in the street bcilow. The church was 
otherwise damaged, probably in all to 
the amount of 12,500. At tho time there 
were about twenty-live teachers in the 
building. 


At Sutton, considerable damago was 


done; .loe Js'ecdon «nd his family, in- 
cluding eight children were in his house 
when the building was cruslu-d and 
scattered all over the prairie, but not a 
scratch or bruise was inflicted on any of 
the family. 


Messrs. Trollope and Vearson had 


their barns und houses blown away. 


In Omaha the wind played havoc with 


the wires again. Most of the day not a 
wire could be used. All wires west arc 
down. Many small buildings were 
blown down, but no one was injured. 
It was the worst wind storm visiting 
Nebraska in years. 


A Trial oi Death. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 2.—About 8 


o'clock Thursday night a tornado at- 
tack the western bonier lino of Kansas 
near South Haven, Stunner county, and 
ball-liko. it bounded through Sumner 
and llutler counties, demolishing every- 
thing In its way und kill and maining 
scores of people. Tho telegraph wires 
are so demoralized that it is im- 
possible to get a tithe of the informa- 
tion necessary to base an exact calcula- 
tion, but the death roll will reach fully 
fifty.

•wrecked the house of William Little, 
killed him and four children and fatally 
injured his wife. 


Samuel Utitterworth, another farmer, 


lost his home and the lives of himself 
and two grandchildren. 


At the town of Towanda only one 


house remains, while James Bailey, 


missing and are supposed to be dead.

purchased obeaper in Europe than in tbe 
United States; especially clothing of the 
higher grade. The same influence which 
prompts tbe higher paid workingman in 
the United States to purchase better and 
more varied food than his European com- 
rade, extends also to his clothing, tor he 
buys more and better garments." Ooneul 
sbaw, ot Manchester, England, says: "I 
believe clothing similar to that which the 
English operatives weur can be pur- 
chased in the United States,at aboqt the 
same price." 


"House rent in Kurope ie apparently 


lower than here, but tbe habitations are 
unusually inferior to those of the United 
States." 


More exact and comprehensive inveet'- 


gations were made on the subject by 
Carroll D. Wright, chief of the Labor 
Bureau of Massachusetts, in 1888, At 
that time he found that the average cost 
ot living of workingmen in Massachu- 
setts, including rent, was 17 per cent, 
higher than living on the eame scale 
would cost in England. Excluding rent, 
tho cost in Massachusetts won found to 
be only five per cent, higher than in 
England. 


While there is this slight difference in 


the coat of living, our laborers with 
their high wsgnscsn live far better, and 
save beside almost aa much as the foreign 
workman earns."

CHICAGO, Aprils.— A terrific wind and 


thunder storm passed over the city at 6 
o'clock last night wrecking buildings 
and demolishing outhouses and pros- 
trating- telegraph wires. The seven- 
story brick building at 1-t and 16 
Pearce street, on the west side, was 
struck by the wind and crushed like an 
egg shell. 
The 
building was sur- 


rounded by one and two-story frame 
and brick buildings, the homes of la- 
boring men, which were also wrecked, 
killing and injuring the occupants. 


The killed are aa follows: 
David Hulett, 0 months old; living at 


18H Pearce street. 
Horace Mott, 5 years of age; living at 


12 Pearce street. 
Eddie Mott, a years old; living at 13 


Pearce street. 


Those fatally injured are: 
Alice Hulett, 8 years old; crushed 


about the legs, body and head. 


Mrs. Ada Keown, living at 313 West 


Harrison street, visiting at the resi- 
dence of Thomas Oulett; buried beneath 
a mass of bricks and fatally hurt. 


Mary Wigant, of No. 12 Pearce street! 


crushed terribly about the legs and 
body. 


Horace Wigant, an infant; badly 


crushed about the head. 


James Mott, of 12 Pearce street; 


crushed about the head. 


Mrs. James Mott, badly bruised and 


mangled. 


James Mott, 13 years old; back hurt 


and otherwise injured. 


Mamie Mott. 10 years old, bad wounds 


on the head. 


James McGowan, his wife ami son 


William, 10 years old, are supposed to 
be buried in the riun.s. 


The building, a seven story brick 


fronted H and 16 Peareefitreet, ami was 
118 feet long by fifty feet wide. It had 
just been erected by Young & Kent. 
manufacturers of brass work, and was 
practically eompleU'd. the roof having 
been flnisluil this week. It was the 
center of a mass of one ami two-story 
frame buildings, nearly all of which 
were occupied by pcor people. Imme- 
diately in the rear of the building wasa 
two-story brick house, the home of 
Thomas Hulett, who lived there with 
his wife ami nine children. They were 
at supper and were entertaining jis 
guests Miss Emma Hope, a relative, ami 
her friend Mrs. Ada Keowan. When 
the building fell the force of the terri- 
ble mass of brick and iron, wood and 
plaster seemed to be directed rearward, 
completely burying the structure. All 
the inmates were killed or injured. 


Frank Dilleny. who happened to be 


passing o'i the street and was au eye- 
witness of the disaster, saiil that he 
first noticed the rear wall bulging out. 
The rain was driving in torrents, and 
there had just been a fearful gust of 
wind. There was a loud crash and 
he was conscious 
of 
a deafening 


noise 
which 
continued for 
some 


time, 
as 
the 
masses 
of 
debris 


piled on the smaller structures. Then 
followed a series of screams of those 
buried unfortunates who were not dead 
or unconscious beneath the Urns of 
fallen walls. 


An alarm of lire was turned in and as 


scon as the nature of the calamity was 
appreciated assistance began to arrive 
from all directions and the work (if tear- 
ing away the wreckage promptly begun 


Guided by the cries of distress the 


firemen, aided by citizens, soon began 
rescuing the injured, and in less than 
two hours all those in vhom life was 
not extinct had been removed from the 
ruin*. The first of the dead tolje taken 
out were the Gowuii children, nho 
were found half an hour after the dis- 
aster. 


liy 11 o'clock all the dead bodies had 


been removed except that of Mrs. Mary 
Walsh. The woi-k of removing the de- 
bris will continue all night, but it is 
not believed that any bodies save that 
of Mrs. Walsh are now in the ruins. 


Eight other buildings were blown 


down during the storm. 


A frame flat building in process of 


•erection on Adams avenue, between 
Seventy-fotirth and Seventy-fifth streets, 
collapsed, seriously injuring four work- 
men. Their names are:

about the head and injured internally.

At the corner of Sixty-fourth and 


Chaplain avenue, an unfinished frame 
building went down before the storm. 


Peter Ilium had his back broken and 


will die. 


Frank fobb ami 1'. T. Diirkin, ear 


penters, received serious and possibly 
fatal wounds. 


Charles A. Hersler was blown from a 


scaffolding and received inter/ui! in- 
juries that will probably prove fatal. 


While passing 183 West Polk street, 


Gus Dich, a German teamster, was 
struck by a falling tree and injured 
about the head and shoulders. His 
chance of recovery is slight. 


The other structures demolished were 


unoccupied. 


Scores of buildings were more or less 


seriously damaged and many persons 
received slight injuries. The property 
damage will be great, but no estimate 
of this is as yet possible.
